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City studies change in 
architectural review

On a tie vote, the Upland City 
Council Monday night defeated 
proposed amendments to the 
municipal code to restrict the 
authority of the Architectural Com- 
mission and expand its membership 
from five to seven, 

However, the proposals might 
come before the council again when 
all members are present. Coun- 
cilman Bill Bottin was absent Mon- 
day. 

City Attorney Don Maroney will 
advise the council Jan. 3 on a 
procedural question determining 
whether the defeated motion can be 
brought back for further considera- 
tion. 

While he said Tuesday he has 
come to no conclusions yet, 
Maroney noted the council majority 
usually prevails one way or another. 

Bottin has previously expressed 
interest in increasing the number of 
commissioners from five to seven. 

The vote Monday night was taken 
against a backdrop of two con- 
troversial decisions by the commis- 
sion in recent months. 

On Aug. 17, the commission re- 
jected elevations and site plans for 
the 20 - acre, $6 million Moun- 
taingreen Center at the northwest 
corner of Seventh Street and Moun- 
tain Avenue. 

On Oct. 19, the commission voted 
down concept plans for a shop 
building and new city yard on Ben- 
son Avenue north of 13th Street. 


The council overturned the com- 
mission on the city yard plans, 
which must meet tight construction 
guidelines under a $760,000 grant 
from the U.S. Economic Develop- 
ment Administration. 

In addition to expanding the com- 
mission’s membership, the code 
amendments would have limited its 
authority on site plan reviews. 

If site plans were substantially 
altered during architectural review, 
the changes would have been 
reported back to whatever body — 
City Council, Planning Commission 
or administrative committee — as 
recommendations for specific 
revisions. ; 

This amendment would have 
diluted the commission’s authority 
to reject the very basic plans for 
projects. 

Councilman Hal Bailin, referring 
to the commission's authority to re- 
ject site plans after council ap- 
proval, said no agency should have a 
veto over elected officials 

Mayor Pro Tem John McCarthy, 
who voted with Bailin in favor of the 
code amendments, said, ‘‘I was get- 
ting very concerned with just three 
members of the Architectural Com- 
mission making very major 
decisions.” 

Bailin contended both the Moun- 
taingreen Center and city yard were 
rejected on votes with just three 
mémbers present after the concepts 
for each project had been previously 
approved by the commission. 


Mayor George Gibson disputed 
Bailin’s recollection of those com- 
mission votes. The rnayor and Coun- 
cilwoman Ina Petokas voted against 
the code amendments. 

No formal vote was taken during 
the commission’s schematic review 
of the Mountaingreen Center in 
April, but commissioners did point 
out problems they saw stemming 
from the design designs. The August 
vote was 3-1 against the center 
plans. 

Later four of the commission’s 
five members appeared before City 
Council to explain their objections 
to the Mountaingreen plans. 

Revised plans for the center were 
eventually approved and the council 
upheld the commission’s view on a 
2-2 vote denying developer Harry 
Crowell’s appeal. 

The commission's vote in October 
against the city yard concept plans 
was 2-1. 

Mrs. Petokas and Bailin 
suggested more commissioners 
might be able to attend the meeting 
if they were held at night instead of 
Wednesday mornings. 

Gibson stressed the difficulty in 
finding qualified professional per- 
sons to sit on the commission. 

“T think the result of enlarging it 
(the commission) may be to delete 
the quality of membership of the 
Architectural Commission. Most of 
these are professional people who 
give up time from their business to 
do this work,”’ he said. 


Renewed emphasis on goals 





Women’s conference: historic event

An Upland resident who attended 
the National Women’s Conference 
last month in Houston said the 
gathering should give renewed 
emphasis to the campaign for the 
Equal Rights Amendment and other 
feminist goals. 

Dana Patrick, an 18 - year - old 
sophomore at Scripps College in 
Claremont, attended the conference 
Nov. 18-21 as an ‘‘official observer.”’ 

‘‘For myself and a lot of women I 
talked to, it was very much a 
historical event,’’ she said. 

Patrick said the conference 
represented both a ‘‘starting point 
and a culmination of work.” 

“It’s an isolated place in time 
where we all got together and made 
really strong resolutions and 
demands that we really meant.”’ 

Patrick said she became 
interested in the feminist movement 
in the last year and has since 
become this semester’s coordinator 
of a women’s center serving the 
Claremont Colleges. 

The center, located at Pitzer 
College, offers a variety of services 
to women, including a library, 
referrals to women attorneys and 
doctors, and talks and presentations 
of concern to women.

She added that the center sponsors 
extensive activities each February 
in celebration of the birthday of 
Susan B. Anthony, the early 
proponent of women’s rights 

The conference was first proposed 
in 1975 in connection with 
International Women’s Year (IWY) 
proclaimed by the United Nations. 
Congress provided $5 million toward 
the conference, including funding 
for state and territorial conventions 
leading to the Houston meeting. 

Patrick said she decided to attend 
the conference while listening to an 
IWY - benefit concert in Los 
Angeles. Through meeting a 
Connecticut delegate in Houston she 
became an ‘“‘official observer.’’ 

The designation gained her 
admittance to plenary sessions, 
though not convention caucuses, she 
said. 

About 14,000 persons, including 
nearly 2,000 delegates, attended the 
Houston conference, and more than 
125,000 women participated in the 
delegate selection. 

Patrick said high points of the 
conference included the final mile of 
a torch relay from Seneca Falls, 
N.Y., and adoption of policy 
recommendations substituted by 
minority delegates.

The 2,612 - mile relay began in the 
small town where suffragettes held 
the first national women’s 
conference in 1848. 

Patrick said, ‘‘I feel it was a very 
good kind of symbolic statement 
that we came across the country. 
And it was a symbol of strength and 
a kind of continuum across the 
United States.” 

“It was just a very emotional 
moment with (former 
Congresswoman) Bella Abzug and 
Billie Jean King receiving the torch 
and the final mile marched to the 
conference center.” 

The delegates passed a wide - 
ranging, 25 - point National Plan of 
Action calling for free choice on 
abortion, passage of the Equal 
Rights Amendment (ERA), a 
national health insurance program 
with special provisions for women, 
expanded bilingual education for 
minority women, rape - prevention 
education, extension of Social 
Security benefits to housewives and 
state - supported shelters for wives 
who are battered by their husbands. 

Cost estimates for these proposals 
and others have run into billions of 
dollars, but Patrick stressed the 
delegates do not expect everything 
to be enacted immediately. 

“If you lump it all together at 
once and say ‘this is what the 
women want,’ it looks very big. But 
actually it’s a program for half the 
population.” 

While admitting the conference 
recommendations face an uncertain 
fate before President Carter and the 
Congress, she said the Houston 
convention had almost ‘‘spiritual’’ 


characteristics ~ and that it 
strengthened the feminists’ sense of 
purpose. 


“Personally, I didn’t want it to 
end. I had a feeling that the women 
there were so intent and had so 
much energy to focus on the issues 
at hand that I wished we did not 
have to separate and go back.” 

Under the law authorizing the 
convention, Carter has 120 days 
from the end of the conference to 
make specific recommendations to 
Congress on the resolutions adopted. 

Patrick, a member of the National 
Organization for Women (NOW), 
said abortion attracted the most 
controversy of issues discussed at 
the conference. 

Delegates endorsed abortion and 
recommended restoration of federal 
and state funds to pay when the 
woman cannot afford the cost. 

Earlier this month congressional 
conferees agreed to back a more 
limited measure that would provide

Medicaid funding of abortions for 
rape and incest victims or women 
with serious health problems. 

Feminists and the smaller ‘‘pro - 
family’ group split over abortion 
and ‘‘sexual preference”’ or lesbian 
rights. 

Although many delegates from the 
pro - family group charged the 
conference allowed them too limited 
opportunity to express their views, 
Patrick said she did not see it that 
way from her balcony - level 
vantage point. 

She noted that microphones were 
available on first - come, first - use 
basis and indicated pro - family 
delegates seemed unfamiliar with 
parliamentary procedure. 

“T feel that some of that (calls for 
points of order and privilege) were 
attempts to stall the conference, 
because the yellow cards — which 
were for points of order and 
privilege — were constantly going 
up.” 

She estimated pro - family 
delegates made up 10 percent of the 
convention's almost 2,000 delegates. 
Other estimates have ranged up to 
20 percent. 

Patrick said the ERA, which lacks 
three states for ratification, 
remains feminists’ first concern. 

She said the concensus of 
delegates and others she spoke to 
was that ‘‘the ERA is a basis and 
without it very little can be 
accomplished.” 

Patrick expressed optimism over 
the outcome of the ERA and other 
goals of the conference. 

“T think the majority of women in 
this country may not label 
themselves ‘feminists,’ but have an 
orientation which is toward 
women’s rights.” 

She added, ‘‘I don’t think there’s 
much that can stop the women’s 
movement.”

There is much unneces- 
sary controversy about 
whether the first walking 
shoes for baby should be 
flexible or should offer firm 
support 

From birth until the walk- 
ing stage, the major need in 
feet covering is that it be 
l@ose and flexible - to re- 
strict the foot as little as 
possible. Since no support 
Ss needed in these pre- 
standing and walking days, 
any shoes put on a baby 
should be of a soft-sole, 
flexible nature

tions must be met

t@tlet.a child go barefoot so 
that the foot could develop 
- “turally. That is, it would 
“Dé nice if the chiid’s activi- 
ties were to be carried out 
on grass or the sand at the 
beach 

The usual environment 
for the growing baby is not 
grass or beach. It is the 
floor of his home. Often it is 
the sidewalk. These hard 
surfaces put an additional 
strain on baby’s feet, which 
can only be protected by 
proper footwear. 

In selecting such proper 
footwear, foremost atten- 
tion should be give to hoid- 
ing the foot in correct bal- 
ance. 

All too often we hear 
shoemen tell mothers that a 
flexible shoe is desirable at 
this stage. They say that it 
allows greater freedom of 
the toes and foot and, 
therefore, lets the muscles 
develop. The argument is 
logical on the surface, but 
closer investigation reveals 
pitfalls in this thinking. 

The important role 
played by muscles cannot 
be minimized. However, the 
effectiveness of muscle ac- 
tion is entirely dependent 
on the structural framework 
of the foot. If a foot is struc- 
turally imbalanced, you are 
usveloping muscles that 
only promote greater imba- 
lance. The rule, then, is that 
balance must be achieved 
before muscle develop- 
ment can proceed. 

Considerable medical 
knowledge points to the 
fact that an inability to 
achieve proper balance of a 
young child's feet in the de- 
velopmental stage is a 
major cause of pronation - 
inrolling ankles. 

High shoes - or boots - 
may or may not be select- 
ed. The greatest benefit of 
high shoes are simply to 
help keep the shoes on the 
baby. Sometimes in the

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Freeway supporters plan 


fight in Sacramento 


By PETER WONG 

Supporters of the Foothill Freeway extension through 
Upland and Alta Loma have been urged not to concede 
defeat before they present their case to the state com- 
mission that will decide whether the route stays in the 
state’s master plan 

That message was delivered by W.O. Ackermann Jr., 
director of transportation planning for the Southern 
California Association of Governments (SCAG), to a 
weekend meeting of local transportation planners at 
Upland City Hall 

The planners met to discuss a preliminary draft of the 
report they will present to either the California Highway 
Commission, or after Feb. 1, the California Transporta- 
tion Commission. They hope to have it completed by the 
first week in January 

They hope the report will convince whatever commis- 
sion considers the issue to reject the recommendation by 
the California Department of Transportation (Caltrans) 
that the freeway route be deleted from the state's 
master plan 

“But it’s almost a legal brief for our fight in court 
after we've lost our ease (with the state),"’ Ackermann. 
who represented the regional planning agency for six 
Southern California counties, said of the draft. He said 
that should be avoided 

He said freeway supporters ought to concentrate their 
efforts on two points 

— That state legislators and members of the commis- 
sion that finally decides the issue must be convinced not 
to follow the recommendation of Caltrans headquarters. 

— That funding must be secured for the freeway’s con- 
struction, “‘and you're going to be competing with a lot of 
other projects.”’ 

For the freeway to have any chance, Ackermann add- 
ed, the San Bernardino Associated Governments, the 
county's transportation planning board, and SCAG must 
give it priority in local and regional transportation plans. 

The freeway would run from La Verne through Clare-

DECORATIVE SOAPS 
add a festive touch to the 
bath or make thoughtful 
gifts. Two or three soap 
bars, scraps of gift wrap 
and a small amount of 
paraffin are the only items 
needed.

Only State Fire Marshal approved chemical coatings 
or sprays should be used to make trees flame resistant. 

The freshness of the tree at the time of purchase will 
determine the life of the tree in the house. Color and 
scent should be checked carefully before the tree is 
purchased. 

Needles should not fall readily from the tree. 

The trunk of a fresh tree should be sticky with sap. 

Anyone purchasing a tree should cut approximately 
two inches off of the trunk and put the tree in a water- 
holding stand, firemen said. The stand should be kept fill- 
ed with fresh water throughout the holidays. 

Trees should be kept away from fireplaces, radiators 
or other heat sources. 

The tree should not interfere with any doorways or ex- 
its from the home. In case of an, emergency, the tree 
could be a stumbling block that could take a life. 

Tree lights used on trees should be checked thoroughly 
before using. They should also be checked periodically 
during the holiday season. 

Warm lights too close to dry needles or artificial trees 
which are not flame retardant can lead to disaster, the 
firemen noted. 

When decorating outside, only lights and extension cor- 
ds approved for outdoor use should be used. 

Defective lights, exposed wires, loose plugs and 
overloaded circuits can cause fires. 

Parties are traditional and most often fun during the 
Christmas season, but hosts should be always aware of 
fire hazards after any party. 

Ashtrays should be checked for lit cigarettes. Searches 
should be made behind sofas, under pillows and in trash 
cans. A match or cigarette carelessly tossed into a waste 
basket filled with gift wrapping can cause a holocaust, 
firemen emphasized. 

Fireplaces are pretty, but they are not incinerators, 
firemen warned. Christmas wrappings should not be 
burned in the fireplace, but disposed of properly. 

The Christmas and New Year season is a time when 
many people find themselves staying home to host par- 
ties or leaving home to attend parties. 

Firemen would like every resident to take the time to 
make sure police, fire and other emergency telephone 
numbers are located on or near each telephone in every 
West End home.
